GENTLEM EN, 
J could have ſulpected your affecti- 
ons, 02 have cenſured tie duetie of 
this Countie by fome late Actions in 
it, J Gould not have taken this 
© paines, to have given you a Teſtt- 
monie of! my Affection to vou, and to remove 
thoſe Objections , which being raiſed by a Ma⸗ 
lignant Partie, mar, by their cunning and in⸗ 
dultrte , get credit even with honeſt mindes. The 
truth is, J come. to you to allure you of my pur⸗ 
poſes and Reſolutions, fo2 the defence of what 
ever is oꝛ ſhould be dear unto you, pour Religion, 
pour Libertie, your Common Jntereſt , and the 
Law of the Land: and to undeceive you of that 
Opinion, which J hear hath mil-led many of you, 
That the pꝛetended Oꝛdinance of the Mititia is 
warranted by my Conſent and Authozitie. As J 
have already infozwned pou, by my ſeverall De- 
clarations and Weſlages, that the ſame is a- 
gainft the known Law, and an Jnvaſion of my

J ſhall pꝛoceed againſt them, as againſt ſuch 
who pzomote Rebellion, and actually leavie 
War againlt me: And J doubt not, but you 
will ſadly conſider, Chat it any Authozitie with⸗ 
out and againſt mp Content map lawlullp im- 
poſe ſuch Burthens upon you, it map likewile 
take away all that you have from you , and 
ſubject you to their lawlelle Arbitrarie Pow- 
er and Government: And how far they are like 
to exerciſe that Jurifoiction towards pou , por 
may aheſſe by the Jnſolence of Sir John Hotham 
at Hull, who being a Subject) not onip pꝛefumcs 
to keep his Soveraign, by tozce of Arms, out of 
His Town, but murchers his Fellow-Dubjects, 
impꝛiſons them, burns their Youles, dzowns their 
Land, takes them Captives , and commits tuch 
Datrages and Acts et Holiilitte, as the moſt 
equall and outragious Enemies pꝛactiſe in any 
Countrey; That pou map ſee how impollible it is 
fo pour i iberties and Pꝛoperties to be pꝛeſerved. 
When pour King is Oppꝛelled, and His juſt Rights 
taken from Him. ho hach brought theſe Cala⸗ 
mities upon vour Peighbours at Hull, every Man 
lees; and they onely can bung the ſame upon pou.

refuſed to Gzant : Be not krighted with Apppze- 
henlions, That this Countrep is like to be the 
Seat of a war; the Seat of a war will be onely 
where perlons riſe in Rebellion againſt me; that 
will not, J hope, be here, and then you ſhall be 
ſure of my Pꝛotection.

In a w92d, J aſſure peu, upon the Faith and Ho⸗ 
nour of a Chuſttan King, J will be alwapes as
